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the supervision of the Committee on the Libra- 
ry, be authorized to exchange such duplicates 
as may be in the library forotlicr bcoks or works. 

Second, That he be authorized, in the same 
way, to exchange docunicnts. 

'i’hird. That hereafter, fifty additional copies 
of the documents, printed by order of either 
House, be printed and bound for the purpose of 
exchange in foreign counties.

For repairs of Fort Jackson, twenty tliousand 
dollars;

For incidental expenses attending repairs of 
forlifications, fifty thousand dollars: Provided, 
however, that in case of « disappointment in the 
Tceciptsof revenue from customs, or lands, or 
other sources, or of a failure to collect the debts 
^Qo from the late deposiie hanks, or from the 
Bank of the United J^tates of Pennsylvania, so 
that the means of the 'Preasury shall not be suf- 
ficient to meet the ordinary calls for tlie service 
of the year, according to the appropriations made 
by Congress, and also the expenses authorized by 
this act, tlic President of the United Stales shall 
be, and hereby is, authorized, upon ascertain- 
m€^t« at any time, of these facts, from the Sec- 
retary of the 'Prcasuryi to direct ihc postpone- 
went until after tlie close of llic next session of 
Congress, or until Congress sliall othetwise di- 
rect? of the wiiolc, or such portion of the ap 
propriations made by Ihisact as the stale of the 
Treasury shall seem to liiin to requrie; any order 
for poslponcinenl to be made alike applicable to 
each item of apj>'*opriation, so far as the slate 
of facts, ut the lime it is made, and a due regard 
to the public interests, will permit; and all con 
tracts entered into in pursuance of these appro- 
priations to be made subject to llic conditions of 
this proviso.

RKMARKS OF MR. LINCOLN, 
MASSACHUSETTS, • 

[Copied from the National Intelligencer.] 

In the House of Representatives, April 16, 1840 
— In reply to Mr, Ogle, upon the proposition 
of the latter to strike out of the General Ap- 
propriation Bill a small item lor alterations 
and repairs of the President’s House, &c. 

WJicn Mr. LINCOLN obtained the lloor, it 
was late in the evening, nnd, perceiving that lie 
was fatigued by the long sitting, it was proposed 
to adjourn ihe debate to the following day, but 
,Mr. L. preferred saying at once what he had to 
say. lie began by replying to some remarks of 
Mr. Ogle incid(.iUal to the main debate, taking 
occasion, in the course of hi.s reply, to state cer- 
tain particulars in which his remarks on a former 
day had been misstated, probably because mis- 
understood, by the Reporter for the Globe news- 
paper. After disposing of this prcliniinary mat- 
ter, Mr. L. proceeded to the main subject before 
the C ommittec of the Wliolc, upon which he 
spoke as follows: 

The member from Pcnneylvania, (said Mr. 
Lincoln) has insisted that the tendency of my 
remarks was to justify the purchase of extrava- 
gant articles of furniture for the President’s 
house. I repeat that I attempted no sucli justi- 
fication, for 1 had neither seen many of the ex- 
ceptionable articles nor enquired into their price, 
riie argument, so far us it went, was against 
that false standard of economy which measures 
the value of a thing by its cost, and decides up- 
on its fitness with no reference whatever to the 
place or occasion for its use . 'Phe selection of 
(urniturc for such an establishment is matter of 
taste, about which minds may well differ; and I 
said that while some would consider as most ap- 
propriate the rich and showy, others would pre- 
fer tlic plain and simple in fashion; but that, for 
a mansion so spacious and so magnificent as that 
which llic nation had provided for the residence 
of the Chief Magistrate, tlic furniture, so far as 
I had seen, was m ilhcr too good nor too abundant. 
In this, I am not aware that I alone among the 
Whigs, although 1 may not indeed be so happy 
as to meet the approving voice of all. Buf docs 
such a difference imply dereliction of principle 
any where? The member suggests that my iran 
ncr of life and habits of thinking may have given 
me a taste for articles of extravagance. What 
does Ae know of my Inbits of life? Sir, I can 
tell him they liavc been as honorably laborious, 
and as plainly republican, at least, as his own 
Be it from necessity or choice, 1 am in no wise 
ignorant of llioso duties and offices which be- 
come the hiiLiblest station. 1 have been taught 
to toil as faithfully, and to direct my thouglits as 
uprightly, as the least proud one here. One les- 
son more have 1 learned, that, in reference to the 
conduct of others, the tongue is an unruly or- 
gan, which an evil spirit may indulge, but which 
candor and a love of truth should at all times 
restrain. 

Mr. Chairman, it can only be necessary to re 
view the remarks of the member to .show the ab- 
surdity of their intended application. While he 
condemns the extravagance of the furniture, he 
is silent in respect to llio appropriations tlirougli 
which it was procured. These appropriations are 
the grants of legislation by the Representatives of 
the people. M hose was tlic work of constructing 
the costly mansion, and to what end was it rear- 
ed? More than forty years have now elapsed 
since the building was erected, at the charge of 
more than half ainillionof dollars to the nation, 
and from that time to the present it has been 
occupied in the manner in wliich it is now used. 
Congress, through all this intervening period 
have voted the sums for furnishing the liouse, as 
they had previously done for its construction 
If it w ere intended that the occupant should 
himself provide llic furniture, wherefore these 
grants? They commenced before the house was 
first taken possession of by the elder Adams, 
and the occasions for further supplies have since 
been voluntarily anticipated upon every sucecs 
sion to the rresidcncy. Besides, the spacious 
halls and lofty ceilings of such a mansion icquirc 
rnucli wliich would be suited to no other resi- 
dence. The reasonableness of compelling i 
President elect to an outlay exceeding his an 
nual salary in the purchase of furniture for a 
house, the occupancy of which he has not the 
election to refuse, and tlic tenancy of which, at 
the expiration of every four years, is at the dis- 
posal of the popular voice, with iheceitainly of 
the sacrifice upon the cost of tlic property in the 
attempt to dispose of it for any other place or 
use, cannot gravely be contended for. The 
credit of the country itself would sutler by such 
an arrangement; for either the olficcr, by llic ab- 
sorption of hissalary in the piircliascof suitable 
and sufficient lurniturc for the house, would be 
deprived of the appointed means for his proper 
su{)port in the office, or, by the neglect of such 
provision, would exliibit to the world, in his 
public station, the discreditable contrast of mag- 
nificent apartments meanly destitute or scantily 
furnished with whatever was appropriate to their 
occupation. It is a great mi.staUo to suppose 
that tlicsc accommodations are fur tlie personal 
relief, or to the private advantage of the Tresi- 
dent. He is made by them, and by the ampli 
tilde of his salary, cnipliatically the liost of the 
nation. His guests arc the guests of the people- 
The Executive mansion is the jilace of tlieir re- 
ception. This house of the people i? the fitting 
position in which, in the person of their Chief 
M?gisiratc. they receive from the representa- 
tives of other people the homage due to the 
soveicignty of this great Republic. Here am- 
bassadors and ministers, the accredited messen 
gers from tfic proudest and most powerful, the 
oiilightcned and most refined of the kingdoms 
of tlie earth, are received and entertained in the 
name of the hospitality of the nation! And 
here, too, flic courtesies of olficiul station arc ex 
changed between the high functionaries of the 
Government, and extended to all classes of the 
citizens, 'i'lie Iiousc, it is well known, is open 
to all, and is daily visited by many. Is it too 
much, then, that the place and its appendages 
are beyond the requirements of private station? 

1 venture tlie assertion, that so far as the person- 
al interest of the President is concerned, (I 
speak not of the present incumbent, but of who 
ever has been or may be in the office,) it would 
be preferable, far preferable, to him, to occupy, 
at his own cost, a smaller nnd more humble 
dwelling, than to submit to the inconveniences 
and heavy exactions wliieh his required residence 
in the Executive mansion necessarily imposes. 
Sure 1 am tliat, in a pecuniary point of view, it 
would be much belter for any incumbent in the 
office to receive ten thousand dollars, and fur- 
nish his ow u habitation, liian with twenty-five 
tliousand to maintain llic style of living and 
public hospitality 'vliich every President in 
succession has deemed but in conformity with 
the design, as well as the liberality of prescni 
provisions. 

, But tbc member complains of it os a monstous 



abuse, that the President of the United States, 
in addition to his salary, and the use of a fur- 
nished house, sliould have the grounds about the 
latter kept in order at the public expense He 
says the President ought to furnisli )iis own 
house and employ his own gardener, as hissalary 
i.s amply sulficirnt. I have only to add to what 
t have before said on this subject, that such lias 
not been the judgement or the pleasure of the 
people. For fi.rty years, their Representatives, 
sitting in the.se halls, without division in senti- 
ment or vote, liave provided tlic house, supplied 
the furniture, directed the enclosure and im- 
provement of tlie grounds, and required their 
occujiation by the Chief Maffistrutc 'i he sala- 
ry may be sutlicient for thcotfice. On this point 
1 take no issue with the member. So may the 
per diem of eight dollars be ample compensation 
for a Uepresentative in Congress. But docs the 
scrupulous member receive nothing more? 1 
demand of him to say if tight dollars a day is 
not abundant recompense for the value o( liis 
labors here; and yet, does he keep Iiis hands 
clean from all the perquisites of place? Has he 
no Government stationery in his room? no Con- 
gressional penknife of costly extravagance at 
this very moment in his pocket? Has he never 
ordered to his lodgings the beautiful “embossed 
ami lace edged nolo paper,” an I * Haney scaling 
wa.\,” for the use of any of his family, or re- 
ceived to his own use a distributive share of the 
spoils,” ill costly editions of books printed at 
the expense of the Treasury? Sir, let mo not bo 
misunderstood. 1 do not condemn him in this, 
for the legislation of the House allows it. But 
I say he receives these things by a more question- 
able authority than does the President of the 
United States the accomiiiodatioiis wliich are the 
burden of hia complaint. When, therefore, the 
member goes to his eoiistituuiits and to mine 
witli the objections that tlie Chief Magistrate of 
the nation is (in his most courteous language) 
robbing and cheating the people in receiving, 
under an appropriation of Congress, the use of 
a furnished house and Ihe care of a garden, in 
ddition to Ills salary, let him, at the same time, 
honestly admit, that to his own pay he adds, at 
the public charge, perquisites of considerable 
value, and which a colleague of his, [Mr. Petri- 
kin] on another occasion, pronounced, although 
1 think bj' gross exaggeration, equal in amount to 
the per diem. Sir, the President is much rather 
to be justified in the use of his furnished lodgings 
tlun the member in the enjoyment of his perqui- 
sites; for tlio hitler may be refused, while the 
former, consistently with the existing arrange- 
ments of the Government, cannot be declined. 

1 regret, Mr. Chairman, that it is necessary 
for me to pursue this ungrateful subject furtiior. 
1 fear, in doiii^ it, I i-hall exhaust the patience of 
committee. But the locinbcr cavils with me for 
sustaining tlic appropriation for the salary of 
the gardener at the President’s SqUire. In my 
remarks, on a former day, to wliich he oxccjds, 
I said that lliis Jiad been a usual appropriation 
for many years, and that I saw no new reason at 
this time, for its discontinuance. 1 liave now' in 
my hand a certificate from the ( '’ommUsioncr of 
the Public Buildings, show’iiig that the gardener, 
the very same individual, with the same charac- 
ter of service, and at the same rate of compen- 
sation has been in the employ of the (fovern- 
ment for the continuous period of fifteen years, 
having been first engaged in 1825. I will read 
tlic certificate here, as notice that I shall oftcr it 
on the trial of the issue between the member and 
myself before my constituents: 

Office of the Commissioner of Public Buildings. 

“It appears from the booksof (his oifice that 
John Uusley was appointed gardener at tlu 
President’s ^square on the 1st of August, 1825. 
at a regular salary of four hundred and fifty dol- 
lars per annum for his services. He has rccciv 
ed that salary quarterly, up to the 31.‘*t Dcccm 
her, lH.39, and is at this time the gardener at the 
President’s Square.

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his own views of fubserviency to tlie customs of^dragoa guardians of the public chests, when 



111 respect to the grounds about the President’s 
House, they, in common with those around the 
Capitol, arc, at all times, open to the public. 
They have been laid out and ornamented at the 
public charge and if not now cared for will soon 
iiccomo a neglected and unsightly waste. Tlic 
Prefidcnl has no motive to the expense of their 
improvement. Like the spacious walks nnd 
cultivated borders of tiie beautiful enclosure 
within w hich we are here situated, (hey arc for 
the enjoyment of the people, and in the frequen- 
ry of resort to tlicm, and the freedom with w hich 
tliey arc used, it is daily seen liow little they arc 
regarded as private. They arc, indeed, acccssi 
blc to all, and I would recoimncnd to the mem 
her himself, at some pleasant eventide, to re- 
pair to this quiet retreat, and indulge in the 
meditation to which it invites. 

Again: it is made a lieinous offence in me that 
in addition to all which is now within and about 
the House, I gave notice that the committee of 
which I am a incnitcr, would propose, at the 
present session, a simill npjiropriation for one of 
the rooms most frequently in use, and w hicJi is 
entirely dc.stitutc of furniture. The bill w liich 
contains that appropriati' n has since been report- 
ed from llic committee, and gives a few liundred 
dollar.s foA the purchase of plain furniture, ol 
American iiianufacturo, for the ante-room to 
the President’s parlor. Tlic member objects 
liiat this is altogether unnecessary, and the rca 
run lie assigns for this opinion is <ts singular as 
the objection is extraordinary in itself. “In the 
ante-rooms of princes,” says the member, “visi- 
ters are kept standing until they are admitted 
loan audience.” ^Vjleu 1 addressed this com- 
mittee, on a former day, I described this room 
as the apartment int » wliich visiters, wlislhcr 
for ceremony or business, were shown previous 
to their introduction to the President. Here 
they dispose of their over gurincnt.*^, iiiallwea- 
tiler and seasons, and wait if need be, the pre- 
vious engagements of the President; and in this 
room there is not the accommodation of a mir- 
ror, a table or a clialr. Whatever may be the 
forms observed in the courts of Europe, or the 
habit of princes in the treatment of their sub 
jeets— of w hich I profess to bo poorly advised — ii 
strikes me as hardly becoming that they should 
be quoted in Republican America ns fit rules to 
be adopted for the regulation of intercourse be- 
tw’ccn free, independent, cnliglitcncd citizens, 
and their elective officers. 'Phe courts of Eu- 
rope, forsooth! And such is the authority relied 
upon by tliis W’hig from Pennsylvania for deny- 
ing a chair to his constituents and mine, in the 
very house provided by the people for llieir own 
honor, and in excuse for denouncing me for 
seeking to make provision for their more suita- 
ble accommodation. Because the piiiices of 
Europe keep their vassels in servile waiting upon 
their pleasure, is tliata reason why a Republican 
citizen of the United States should lack Ihs 
comfort of a scat, while the President may be 
called from his table or his study to offer Iiim 
those courtesies to w hich every freeman is here 
entitled? It is not thus my Democracy leaches. 
The free citizens of a Republic arc tlieniselvcs 
sovereigns, and the measure of their right and 
the respect w’hich is their due arc not to be look- 
ed for in the conventional etiquette of courts, 
nor arc tlicy the boon of princes. If thcconstit- 
ucnlsofUie member shall visit W'^ashington, and 
desire an introduction to tbc Chief Magistrate, 
and he dare trust liimtelf to accompany them to 
the White Iiousc, I venture to say he will be 
made sensible of the deficiency which the com- 
mittee propose to supply; and whatever may be 



Europe, the indignant expression of reproof which 
he would hear from those to whom lie should of- 
fer such an excuse for any want the}’ iniglit wit- 
ness, would bring conviction to liis mind that 
this was not the country of princes. What ! 
hiiiiscir a W’hig, and propose a conformity to the 
manners and customs of aristocratic power— 
aping the fashions of a royal court? Himself 
professing to be a Republican, and condemn that 
which respect for a republican people demands? 
Sir, I repeat, this is a poor concern to be iiiude 
tlie occasion of go much clamor. It hardly be- 
comes the member, for such cause, to road homi- 
lies upon political consistency to others. 'I'hc 
inducement to his gratuitous labors may be 
found in the narrowness of his own view’s, rallier 
than in a default of fidelity elsewhere. He 
mistakes a small matter of mere business expe- 
diency for a great question of ]»rinciple. Mr. 
Chuirman, lest, from the vehemence of his de- 
nunciation, any sliould bo led to suppose an a- 
baiidonment of party by me, I will even volun- 
teer a confession of faith; and I here profess, 
Ic-tify, and declare, lint I am no less a Whig 
than it 1 had never seen the Executive mansion; 
ay, that I nm as much to be confided in for stead- 
fast opposition to the present Administration as 
though, like the member, I had the new born zeal 
of a convert from Jacksonisni! f?ir, I am as 
thoroughly opposed to Mr. Van Buren as the 
member was devoted, at one time, to his “illus- 
trious predecessor!” 1 regard the policy and 
leading measures of the Administration as hos- 
tile to the best interests of the people, and des- 
tructive of the prosperity of the country; and, 
as such, from the first, I have been their uncom- 
promising opponent, and to the utmost of my 
power shall continue to resist them. But in thii 
1 liave not, nor shall I demean myself, by iiidul 
ging in hard names and coarse invectives against 
the high officers of Government. 

Mr, Chairman, I might now rest. It is not my 
intention to enter into any defence of the pro- 
priety of the particular appropriations which, 
from time to time, have been made for the ac- 
commodation of the Chief Magl-tratcof the na- 
tion. Much less would I attempt a vindication 
of tho prodigal expenditures of the present Ad- 
ministration. ’riiey have been extravagant and 
wasteful enough, in all conscience, and furnish 
an exbau^tlcss tiicinc for the severest animadver- 
sion. W’hcn I liad the honor of addressing the 
coniimltcc, on a former day, I distinctly presen 
ted, in connection with the subject now under 
discussio:i, some of the most crying abuses, in 
(he construction of tho public edifices in tliis 
city, the deceptive estimates, and irresponsible 
proiigatc management of those who had direc- 
tion of the work, and, ns 1 deemed, tho wanton 
and lawless diversion of funds by the Executive, 
from other and more important objects, to their 
completion. At the proper time, and on a suita- 
ble occasion, I shall be as prompt as another t-o 
take to task tiic Administration for any and all 
other of their misdoings. 

There was one remark of the member from 
Pennsylvania made and dwelt upon with appa- 
rent complacency, so extraordinary in itself, (I 
was about to say, so atrocious, to my mind, in the 
only application w'hich can possibly bo given to 
it,) that I cannot permit it to pass unnoticed. In 
referring to the furniture and cultivation of the 
grounds ill the use of the President, (he member 

said, “the receiver was as bad as the other 

man.” Isir, wo all Know tlic words of the ad 
age — “the receiver is as bad as the thief.” And 
who is the receiver, and w ho the lliicf? From 
the days of Washington, through a longsucccss 
ion of illustrious men, every President of the 
United States, including tho elder Adams, Jef- 
ferson, Madison, Monroe, J. Q. Adams, Jackson, 
and the present incumbent, have received the 
benefit of a similar provision in their official sta- 
tion. Tho house, the furniture, Hie garden, and 
the cultivated grounds have been alike the cn 
joyment o( each, and at the public charge. It 
may be instructive to this committee to be in 
formed of the grants of Congress for some of 
those objects, during the several periods of the 
respective rduunistrations. I have now before 
me a statement, collated from official docuiiicuts, 
of appropriations for the purchase of furnitufc 
for each Presidential term, after the removal of 
the Scat of (iovernment to the Federal city. 

By a law of the 2d of March, 1797, just pre 
vious to the commencement of the administra- 
tion of the cld^r Adams, Congress made the fol- 
lowing appropr'ation: 

Proceeds of sale of old furniture, and so much 
in addition thereto, as the President may judge 
necessary, not exceeding $14,000. 

During the administration of Mr. Jefferson, 
tlic appropriations amounted to $29,000. 

In that of Mr. Madi-?on to $28,000. 

It w*aa in tin's period that tho house was sack- 
ed by the British upon their incursion into Wash- 
ington during tho war, and the furniture, which, 
from tho beginning, had cost the nation upwards 
of seventy thousand dollars, was wholly des- 
troyed. 

After the repair of the house, in tho years 
1817 and 1818, during the administration of 
.Mr. Monroe, (he records show, appropriations for 
refurnishing it, to the aggregate amount of $50,- 
000 . 

In the administration of Mr. JohnQ. Adams, 
the grants amounted to $20,000. 

Ill that of General Juckson to $39,000; and 

In that of 5Ir. Van Buren, (hey have been, to 
tills time, $20,000. 

'Phe statement from which I read gives the 
date of each law, and tho precise appropriation 
under it 

Such, Mr. Chairman, arc tJic sums — whether 
lavish or not, 1 shall not stop to consider — w hicli, 
from time to tiiiio have been voted by Congress; 
and these arc the “receivers’’ to w hom the mem 
her refers — men who, for accepting the accom- 
modations provided by law for the office which 
they sustained, are charged with “robbing the 
Treasury and llcccing the People.” These are 
they of whom it is said “the receiver is as bad as 
the thief!** The elder Adams, the dauntless 
assc.tcrof American freedom; Jefferson, (he co- 
patriot of Adams, the draughtsman of the De- 
claration of Independence, the great apostle of 
liberty, the very chief of Democrats; Madison, 
the champion of the Constitution, the patriot 
statesman and sage; .Monroe, tlie soldier of the 
Revolution, the brave defender of the Republic 
in the first war, the inflexible and uncompromiK- 
iiig advocate of national honor, rights and in- 
terests in the Rst: these are (hey who received 
the appropriations, and to whom the adage is ap- 
plied. Names dauntless in fame, immortal in 
tlie history of their country’s renown! My ven- 
erated colleague, too* the learned civillian, the 
accomplished diplomatist, the incorruptible mag- 
istrate, he wlio on this floor is the most fearUss 
and faithful of tho servants of the people, to- 
gether with the Hero of New Orleans, “the 
grentest and the best,” and the more humble 
“follower in tlie footsteps” — they also are within 
the obloquy of the same reproach. 

And w ho is the thief ? 'riic Congress of tl\c 
Ihiited Staie.s, the Representatives of (he pei 
pie, in succession, through a series of more tlian 
forty jears. These arc (ho men w’ho, by mak- 
ing the appropriations, in the sentiment of the 
member from Pennsylvania, plundered the 
Treasury and robbed their constituents! Is 
there an individual in the sound of my voice 
whose check docs not burn w'ith indignation at 
the bare recital of the charge? Where were the 
sleepless sentinels of the people’s rights, the 



these spoilers robbed it of its treasure? Was no 
arm raised for its protection? Search the jour- 
nals of citlicr House of Congress, and neither 
voice no vote is found against one of those ap- 
propriations. If they deserve the character now 
attempted to be given them, how ha]>peiis it that 
in forty years there has been no resistance to 
their passage? IIow happens it, indeed, that, in 
the last Congress, of which this Pennsylvanian, 
o( more than Spartan virtue, was a member, no 
opposition was offered to grants precisely similar 
to those contained in the present bill? They 
passed without objection then. 

[Mr. Ogle. No; a incnibor near me says he 
objected.] 

Mr. Lincoln. Who is the man? I heard of 
no disscnlienl. If any had tlie virtue, ut (hat 
time, to think it wrong, he had not the courage 
to make it known. Where is the recorded vote 
at a call even for a division upon the question. — 
Sir, the truth is, such grunts were thought prop- 
er upon the original consideration of them, and 
subsequently they have been of course and 
u«ual. If the people will no longer approve 
Hum, Congress must refer back, by legislation, 
to their occasion; di.spo*e of llic “W’hitc House;” 
send the furniture to auction; and leave the 
Picsident to provide for himself his place of re- 
sidence and means of accommodation. When 
(his shall appear to be the judgment of the peo- 
ple, I shall be found among the last to withstand 
their will. 

There is anotlicr topic upon which the mem- 
ber has harped loud and long — the stylo and 
fashion of the articles which have been purch- 
ased under the appropriations. In my imperfect 
ly reported remarks, to which the member so 
freely refers for a text to his folio annotations, 
with the reading of which, for houre, ho has oc- 
cupied the time of this committee, not a single 
article was particularly specified or justified by 
me. Wherefore, then, does he attempt to make 
me responsible for such ns lie has chosen to de- 
signate, and for the extravagance of which, up- 
on the fidelity of his description only, he asks a 
sentence of condemnation? I did say, however, 
generally, I have already today repeated, and 1 
now reiterate, that to a casual observer the fur- 
niture appears neither too rich nor too abundant 
for the size and magnificence of the mansion, nor 
too good for tho use of the firjt representative 
offeer of a free and sovereign people. But of 
this 1 make no matter of personal controversy 
with the member. I uuderitund him now tosay 
that he has never been at the house. How well 
then, it may comport with a becoming modesty 
or sense of justice even, to denounce unseen 
that- which prudent and honorable men have 
sanctioned, I leave for others to consi ler. He 
condemns the articles as tire exhibition of aris- 
tocratic pride and splendor. Well, sir, I defend 
not the purchase of these artiejes, but take my 
position behind the character of those by whose 
authority they were procured. I insi'-t that 
wliatcvcr fault lias been committed isw’ith (hose 
who furnisiicd the means of sucli extravagance 
— if extra vag ince there be — with the Represen 
tatives of the people, who again and again, un- 
der every Administration, with a full knowledge 
of tho mauncr in which the money would bo ex- 
pended. have voted the appropriations without 
restriction nr qualification. I have shown that 
whatever reproach attaches to the procurement 
and use of such furniture has been incurred by 
the head of cueh successive Administration. If, 
indeed, the fashion of the House be a display o 
regal splendor, stern and sound Republican 
have been betraj ed into this foolish error. 

Thomas Jefferson was once accounted a plain 
and unpretending Democrat, and passed, in his 
day, for an unostentatious Chief Magistrate, and 
yet we have seen that the sum of $29,000 was 
expended fur furniture during the period of his 
Presidency; and this, loo, in addition to the $14,- 
000 previously granted to his iriiincdiatc prede- 
cessor. ’riie purity and Republican simplicity of 
Mr. Madison’s life and manners have never, to 
this time, been questioned; yet l^ the $13,000 
before appropriated, $28,000 more w'crc added to 
the royal^irgcantry in the eight years of liis Ad- 
ministration. Col. Monroe, too, was he a vain- 
glorious aristocrat? He has the credit, in hislo- 
at least, of having resisted to blood, in the 
Revolutionary conflict, a Government of royal 
pride and arrogance, and by a life devoted to his 
country, contributed as largely as any other to 
the cstabitfhincnt and support of institutions of 
equal rights and political equality; yet, in liis 
administration, a greater expenditure was made 
in icfurnishing the Iiousc, after the late war, 
than under all his predecessors. What sny you, 
Mr. Chairman, of my venerable cpllcaguc? Is 
he not a good Whig in principle, and a plain 
Republican in manners? And yet he received 
wlialever benefit resulted from the appropria- 
lion of $20,000, during the four years of his 
Presidency, added to the large c.xpcnditurc made 
by Colonel .Monroe But lliink you my honora- 
ble colleague would have consented to this, with 
a consciousness that it was intended fora mere 
empty display? oi tiiat, by doing it, in Hi? lan- 
guage of (he member, lie was robbing the Trea- 
sury and fleecing the people? Sir, my colleague 
has no occasion to make professions of honesty 
or respect for the rights of the people, to entitle 
his course of otficial action to the confidence due 
to eminent public services and distinguished pri- 
vate virtue. Of all men, he would be the last 
to indulge in matters of ostentation and vain 
show. 

[Mr. Ogle. I deny that either Adams or 
Monroe ever had such trumpery as Mr. \ an 
Bn ren] 

Mr. Lincoln. And I undertake tosay that, 
during the Presidency of Mr. Monroe, more 
“trumpery,” as tho member is pleased to terra 
it, was carried into the Presidential mansion, limn 
under every other Administration, to this lime, 
put together. 

Mr. Cliairman, it was not my wish to enter at 
all into this subject. But upon the denial of 
the member now, I feel bound to refer the com- 
mittee to tho fact, apparent upon the bills, that 
many of the very articles w'hich have been point- 
ed out as most objectionable, were purchased 
from tlicappropriation of $50,000 in the time of 
Mr. Monroe. In point of truth, they were pro- 
cured by him, and for his own account, wliilc 
Minister in France, and were afterwards taken 
for tlic Government, by appraisal, on hii acces- 
sion to the chair of Slate. A}’, sir, this famous 
golden plateau, and most of these gold spoons, 
and knives, and forks, and vases, which have so 
bewildered the imagination of the member, and 
shocked the simple virtue of his heart, were the 
purcliasc of the Republican Monroe! And, in 
application to these even, there is a lesson of in- 
fancy, which may profitably bo rcnicmbured, 
tliat “all i-H npt g^^lA wliich glitters; ’ for, if I am 
not greatly misinformed, the plateau, and 
spoons, and knives, and forks, arc but silver 
gilded, and the golden vases but china jjainted! 
^ But the monstrous exliavagancc of such 
things! exclaims the member. \V hut is done 
with the va.st amount of these appropriations? 
he inquires. Sir, I liave not peered into the win- 
dows of the palace, or moused through the 
kitchen or the garret, to sec whether Hit people 
l.avc got tlielr money's worth in the purchases 
which have been made. This isnot the proMiice 
of the committee of which I am a member; nor, 
if it were, would I perform the service. Does 
it require, ho asks, such large amounts for mere 
plain and necessary furniUire? No, sir, no, nor 
iB to be supposed that, by the large appropria- 



tions which have been made from time to time. 
Congress could intend tho purchases should be 
so restricted. Simple, indeed, must lie be (I had 
almost said a fool) who could imagine that, in 
the nutliority of an outlay of fifty thousand dol- 
lars, as ill the ease of Mr. Monroe, or of twcnljr 
thousand dollars, as in the administration of Mr. 
.Adams, or thirty thousand, as in that of Gener- 
al Jackson, or twenty thousand for Mr. Van Bu-’ 
ren, llic Ornamental was to be excluded. Tin? 
schedules which (ho member exhibits may well 
excite his wonder. I know nothing of their fi- 
delity. Ikit the carpels and the curtains, tho 
candicstics and the candclabras, the ottomana 
and the divans, the tables, mahogany and mar- 
ble, the tabourets (tabby cats, in llic member’s 
nomenclature) were all doubtless in the esti- 
mates. They may he names of startling sound 
to au un])racliscd car, but tlicy arc things of use 
and no comiuoii appearance m many u private 
pallor. 

One thing, above all, seems to have created 
amazement with the member. He has found, in 
his manly and dignified research, an invoice of 
“cups and saucers,” which were in the closets 
of Mr. Adams; and he cries out willi ustonish- 
ineiit at their number. VVIiallho need, he de- 
mands, of so many dozens of cups and saucers? 
Sir, 1 will tell the member. They were wanted 
fora purpose which he could never conjecture — 
the hospitable entertainment of visitors and 
friends. They were a means, among others, of 
oftoring the courtesies of place to those w ho call 
ed upon Hie President 118 the Representative of 
the people. They were used for the refreshment 
of the nation’s guests. 'I’o such as wiines?cd 
the noble hospitality of iny honorable colleague, 
in his high official station, it need not bo told 
how entirely the accommodations of the house 
were made but mere appliances to his personal 
liberality. Sir, I advise the member to study 
better the manners of the past, before he pre- 
scribes a rule of conduct for tho future. Tho 
public residence of the President of the United 
Stales has been, and should ever continue, tho 
scat of a generous hospitality; and representing 
as I do a free-hearted and liberal constituency, 
the incumbent in office, whoever he may be, 
shall never find in my vote an excuse for its ne- 
glect. Jf General Harrison shall succeed to tho 
occupancy of the Wh tc House, as I trust ho 
may, and which I sliall labor as zealously as any 
one to effect, my speech shall furnish no argu- 
ment for leaving him there with only tho worn 
out andcast-ofl' furniture of his predecessor. 

Air. Chairman, I thank the member that ho 
has left us in no doubt of the cause of his griev- 
OU.S complaints in these nutters. I understand 
him to ?ay that he w’as one of those who joined 
in the notorious East Room clamor; and by rea- 
son of the imputed extravagance of my venera- 
ble colleague, in tlie purchase of a billiard table, 
some cues and chessmen, at the cost of a few 
dollars, assisted in displacing one Administra- 
tion, wliich taxed tlie Treasury but tw'clvo mil- 
lions a year, to introduce a dynasty w'hich now 
requires more than Ihricc told that amount of itar 
annual expenditure. If forsuch ciusche would 
hurl from place one of tho most pure and faith- 
ful patriots that ever served the country, there' 
can be no surprise at tho weapons he has chosea 
with which to assail the men now' in power.— 
The member once belonged to tho school of 
tiicso same political reformers, and much I fear* 
in the fault of his early lessons, gives less hccd» 
at this time, to the alarming principles and fla- 
grant misdoings of a vicious AdministratioJtv 
Hiana pcisonal attention to a microscopic search 
for minor defects in the boastful economy of its 
disbursements. Sir, I solemnly protest against 
these things being brought into the politics of 
the day. They can be made to have no just or 
proper bearing there. It may seem to us that 
the salary of the President is too high, and the 
house and its appendages loo splendid and costly;, 
but they were the appointments of wiser and 
better men than ourselves, in the purer days of 
the Republic, and they have been sustained and 
enjoyed as the measure of every Administra- 
tion, and in turn by all parties. For myself, I 
am freo to confess that, wore they at this time 
original provisions, with present experience, I 
should be the advocate of neither. But while 
the salary continues and the house remains, I 
will not consent that tho President shall hoard 
the one or live like a recluse and niggard in tho 
oilier. 

But one word more, Mr. Chairman, and I have 
done. If, in sustaining the appropriations to 
which exceptions have been taken, 1 differ in 
judgment from others, it is because I regard the 
original design of tho Government in tho ar- 
rangement which requires them, and not (hat I 
advocate extravagant grants, or have the slight- 
est reference to iTic benefit of their recipient.— 
Of tho particular manner in w’hich tho money 
has been expended, I pretend to know nothingr 
and 1 have said nothing. With Mr. Van Buren 
personally, I have nought to do. Upon histem- 
per and bearing, his habits nnd manner of living 
in private, and with those of his family, wheth- 
er at Iiomc or at the Court of Queen Victoria, 
the member may as fccly de.scant as his taste 
shall prompt, or (ho poticncc of others bear, 
witliout reply or heed from mo. To Mr. Van 
Buren politically, and to his Administration, 1 
am opposed upon other, and, I trust, higher 
grounds tlian those which are taken in the 
speech of the member — upon the broad grounds 
of constitutional principles, national interests, 
and the people’s r^hts; and 1 shall continue that 
opposition until it shall end in the restoration of 
tho supremacy of law and representative gov- 
ernmentover Executive usurjialion and power. 

Mr. Chairman, for ihe indulgence of tho com- 
mittee in their kind attention to what I have had 
to say, 1 pray leave to return my sincere thanks. 
For detaining them, after the fatigues of a long 
setting, to so late an hour in tho evening, I owe 
them an humble apology.

MR. I.INCOL.WS SPEECH. 

On our first page wo give Mr. Lincoln's 
Speech, as wriUeii out by himself an<l pub- 
lished in the National Intelligencer. Some 
inaccuracies in the speech reported by the 
Globe have been seized upon by the oppo- 
sition, and occasion taken from thence to 
discredit the whole, but what cavil can be 
raised against the present speech, written 
out by its author and published in the lead- 
ing whig press of the Union. What, after 
reading it, must be the opinion of every 
impartial man of Ogle’s claim to veracity, 
to say nothing of fair dealing. He w.as 
well aware that the greater portion of the 
furnituie in the presidential mansion was pur- 
chased before Mr. Van Buren’s election, 
yet he parades the whole before the public 
eye as proof of his great c.vtrav.igancc and 
wasteful e.\penditurc. Ogle know that the 
gilt knives and forks, spoons, plateau, dec. 
were purchased by Mr. Monroe — that the 

President found them in the White House 

that they were public property, and that he 
had no right to put them out of the house— 
yet he has not hesitated to display them as 
a portion of Mr. Van Buren’s e.xtravagance. 
The honorable gentleman knew that the 
appropriations during the present adminis- 
tration for furnishing the President’s house 
have not been beyond the usual amount, and 
even much less than during several other 
administrations — still he harps upon the 
charge of extravagance. 

He has not only done all this, but he has 
had the meanness to parade in his speech 
bills for hemming towells, dishcloths, &c.

pay for such things out of his salary, know 
ing that every article of furniture in the 
house was public properly, and that the 
President must leave it all there at the c.x 
piration of his term of service. 

This Mr. Ogle got into Congress as an 
anti-mason, and that our readers may have 
some idea of the character of the man, w 
will state, that ho forged his brother’s name 
to a tissue of slanders against the masons 
sued the editor of a paper for a libel who 
had charged him with the f.ict; attempted 
upon the trial, to prove his brother insane 
and recovered FIFTY CENTS damages 
upon a trial of the case. He had thus ren 
himself infamous before he got into Con 
gress, and was there selected as a fit tool to 
do the dirty work of the whig parly.

L.VNCASTER CONVENTION. 

Wo are indebted to the Pennsylvanian 
for the following account of the great Dem 
ocratic Convention, held at Lancaster on 
the 5th in st. Some of the papers say the 
number was 40,000, hut there can bo no 
doubt that at least 25,000 were present, as 
it is tho lowest estimate we have seen. The 
democracy of the “Key Stone” are fully 
aroused and ready for action — the enthu 
siasm of the party was never higher, and 
the majority for Van Buren ■ and Johnson 
will not be less than 10,000 or 15,000. 

“The democracy of Pennsylvania as- 
sembled in Convention on Wednesday last 
at Lancaster, in numbers unparalleled in the 
political history of t!ie State. A number 
estimated at not less than 25,000, from eve- 
ry quarter of tlie commonwealth, met to- 
gether for the purpose of again manifesting 
their attachment to the cause of democra- 
cy, and proving that Pennsylvania, in the 
approaching contest, will not desert her 
ancient faith; hut that us the leader in the 
Presidential contest, her sister states may 
safely rely upon her unchangeable democ- 
racy- It is impossible to give an adequate 
description of the enthusiasm manifested by 
the vast assemblage. 

“At ten o’clock in the nnrning, a com- 
mittee consisting of one from each county, 
of which Gen. John Davi.^, of Bucks, was 
chairman, assembled for tho purpose of 
choosing oflicers Tor the Convention. 

“At 12 o’clock, a procession was formed, 
n Orange street, tho right resting on Char 
lotto, and took up their line of march to 
Bethelstown, which hud been selected as 
the place for the organization of the Con 
vontion. Never was there a more impos 
ing display than that exhibited by the pro- 
cession. Bands of music were disposed 
throughout the line, and banners, to tho 
number of about 160, wore borne by tlie 
diflerent delegations. At every point along 
the line, the procession was met by the en 
thusiustic cheers of the citizens, and from 
almost every window, the youth and beauty I Union, 
of Lancaster bestowed their smiles, and 
welcomed by their waving handkerchiefs 
the immense concourse. 'I'he procession 
extended several miles in length, in pla- 
toons eight deep. Nothing at all approach 
ing it in numbers has been seen in Penn- 
sylvania, since the memorable visit of La- 
fayette. 

“On arriving at Bethelstown, at 3 o’clock, 
the chairman of the cotnmittee, Gen . Davis, 
announced tliat the Hon . James Buchanan, 
had been unanimously selected for Presi- 
dent, and annoiin.ed a Vico President and 
Secretary from each county. On taking 
his scat as President, Mr, Buchanan, in a 
brief and eloquent speech, returned thanks 
for the honor conferred upon him. 

“The Hdh. George Alifllin Dallas then 
addressed the Convention in a strain of el- 
oquence which elicited enthusiastic ap 
plause. James M. Buchanan, Esq., of 
Baltimore, and Col. Page followed Mr. Dal 
las, and were listened to with most earnest 
attention, by the delighted audience. 

“The resolutions, prepared by a commit 
tee of one from each county, were offered 
by Col. James Aladison Porter, of Norths 
ampton, and unanimously adopted. A com- 
mittee consisting of one from each county 
was appointed to prepare an address to the 
people of Pennsylvania. 

“At 7 o’clock the Convention look a re 
cess for one hour, and at 8 again assembled 
in the .Market place in the city of Lancas- 
ter. The tneeting was addres.sed at this 
place with great eloquence and ability, by 
the Hon. James Buchanan, Charles Brown, 

Esq., of Philadelphia county, Hon. George 
AI. Keim, of Berks, Mr. Van Amringe of 
Allegheny, and Messrs Frazer and F'orney 
of Lancaster. Notwithstanding the mem 
hers of the Conventio.a had been in proces- 
sion, or standing and participating in the 
proceedings, for the entire day, such was 
the spirit that anitnated them that it was 
1 J o clock before the Convention adjourn*.

No abuse, 
and it has been heaped upon him without 
measure, no oiiposition, and ho has encoun- 
tered it at every stage of his advance, has 
deterred liini from the timely assertion of 
his sentiments, or swerved him, for a single 
moment, from the original rectiutdo of his 
intenliotis. Calumny has only doe|)uned 
the sincerity of his convi tions, while per- 
secution lias doubly sanctilied his principles. 
Relying upon the discernment of the peo- 
ple, lie lies trusted to bis fidelity to their 
cause as his best means of success. W'hilc 
others, with more dazzling abilities, misled 
by the meteors ol' false ambili'ni,have wreck- 
ed themselves amid wild tboorios :ind mad 
sclieines, ho has noiselessly fullo.ved ihu 
path of uprightness and coii-istency, which 
is the sure road to ultiiinte elevation, llis 
prudence, his bitterest enemies confess, and 
in a single install e, which will be easily re- 
membered, unanimously confide d to bis dis- 
cretion a trust as important as was ever 
committed in this nation to the bunds of a 
single man. Indeed, few persons have en- 
joyed such grand moral Iriuinplis over their 
foes. Cast fiom a foreign inissien hy a fac- 
tious Senate, the people cho.s • him to con- 
duct the deliberations of the ury body 
which sought to cover him w it!i di.-igrace. — 
And not content with this, unde him the 
successor of that bold and licroic old man 
who held the first place in their ulieclions. 
These were achievements to which the vie 
tories of successful Generals furnish few 
parallels. 

^Ve speak thus because, assenting to the 
greater part of Mr. Vhin Buren’s political 
creed, we have a high admiration of his 
character, llis accession to the Presiden- 
cy has justified tiic Iiopcs of his warmest 
admirers. Ho has carried out, unllmcliing- 
ly, the vital reforms indicated by his precur- 
sor in office. If nothing else, the iiicssago 
of the e.\lra session would have won for liis 
Administration unfading honor. It was a 
bold, great, patriotic step. It committed 
himself and his party to a set of political 
doctrines from wliich there was no retreat. 
It gave a direction to the legislation of the 
country, the blessed results of which will be 
felt in distant years. — N. Y. Eve Post. 

TWENTY-ONE D.\YS LATER FRO.M 
EUROPE. 

ARRIVAL OF THE GREAT WESP- 
EIIN. 

The steamsliip Great Western arrived at 
New York at ten o’clock on Sunday morn- 
ing, having made the trip from Bristol in 
about fourteen days and a balf. She lei't 
Bristol on the afternoon of the liStli July, 
and brings advices from London to the even- 
ing of the 2tth, Liverpool to the morning 
of the 24th, and Bristol I'l the 2;'>‘h. 

The English money market was much 
depressed. American State Stocks, had 
considerably imjiroved. Unit"d States Bank 
shares sold for j£15 6 on the 21th ult. 

For about three weeks before the .-atliiig 
of the Great Western, the wealhei bad 
been unfavorable to the harvest, and a gen- 
eral advance in the pi ices of wheat and 
flour had been the conseqiicnce. ConsoL 
and Exchange Bills hud for the same rea- 
son declined in London, but Amc-ii . an slate 
slocks wore in improved demand, and coii' 
sideralilo s lies hud been made of lliem. 
Pennsylvania were ten per cent, higher 
than they had been a month previous, being 
in extensive demand at 844 a 84. One mil- 
lion of lllinoissix per cent, slock had been 
negotiated to one house hy the Canal Coni- 
iiiissi iiiers of that State at 85. 

It is said that the Western has brought 
out considerable orders for Flour and 
\\'heat. 

The price of Cotton remained about the 
same, market dull . 

Edwakd U.xi--OKD,tliarged with high trea- 
son, in altempling to shoot the Queen, was 
ucf|uitlo(l on Ibo ground of insanity. He 
will be confined in a lunmc Asylum. 

The civil war in S|)ain Is at an end, Ca- 
brera having entered Fran c. He was ar- 
rested hy the French aulliorities soon after 
passing the frontier. Five thousand Carli.-t 
troops acooinp mied him. 

Espartoro h id quarrelled with the Queen, 
and was in disgrace. The Morning Chron- 
icle of lhc2Uh says: “Tlie positive confir- 
m.tion of the news received on Wednes- 
day, of the rupture between Espartoro and 
the Queen llcgcnl, had led to some excitu- 
juent ajno g tlic holders of Spanish Bonijs.’’ 
The origii^of the quarrel was the refusal 
of Espartoro to sanction the new municipal

Liicicn Beiiaparte, Prince de Caniiio, a 
younger brother of Napoleon, died at Vit- 
erbe, near Rome, on the 27lb June. 

The Canada Government Bill having pas- 
sed both houses of Parliamenl, received the 
Royal assent on the 24lh nit. 

The insurrection in Syria, against the 
authority of Mehemet Ali, proves to bo a 
serious affair. 'I'hc Pasha had ordered a 
fleet of ten sail to the cost. 

The difficulties between Egypt and the 
Pa' ha were in a train of settlement. 

The Commerce .says, ‘dl is determined 
that Prince Augustus, of Saxo Coburg, 
brotlier of the DujIicss of .Nemours, shall 
marry the Princess Clementine, (daugliter 
of Louis Pliillippc.) Tire Prince is one 
year younger than his inteiided.” 

There is no news of importaii'c from .'VI- 
oiers. ‘-The Moiiiteur Parisien, of the 21sl. 
published a despatch from .Marsbal Vallce, 
detailing the events of bis late expcd'tion, 
wliich he represents as having completely 
succeeded. On tliis despatch the journals 
before nsmakebuta few comments.

I’ofessor Espy has been delivering his lec- 
tures on the theory of storms at Liverpool, 
but, if we may judge from the papers, he 
met witii a poor reception. 

A Rkok.xcv Bill. — Lord Alelhourne, on 
the 31st nit., announced a message from the 
Queen, whi -b the Lord Chancellor read to 
the Peers. “Victoria R. 4'he uncertainty 
of human life, and a doc[> sense of duty to 
my people, render it incuinhent on mo to re- 
commend to your consideration a contin- 
gency that may hereafter take place, and to 
maku such provision as may in any event 
secure the exercise of the Royal authority. 

1 shall he prepared to concur with you in 
such measures as may apjjcar best to main- 
tain, unimpaired, the power and dignity of 
the Throne, and thereby to stroiigtlien tliofc 
securities that [trotect the rights and liberties 
of my people.’’ 

'I'be bill was read a first lime, and at its 
second reading on the 20tli nit., the Duke 
of Snssc.x made a long speech in explana- 
tion of the views on the subject. It is con- 
fidently expected that the bill will be ear- 
ned througli the two houses without any 
opposition. 

It was ordered that the message be taken 
into consideration next day. In the House 
of Commons, Lord John Russell appeared 
at the bar with the same message, which 
the Speaker read to the Commons. Lord 
John Russell said it was intended to intro- 
duce a hill into tiie other House of Parlia- 
ment, founded on the message which had 
just been read. On the lUth ult. the Lord 
Chancellor introduced the Regency Bill in- 
to the House of Lords, lie explained that 
the object of it was to provide lor the pos- 
sible contingency of the succession of a 
minor tothe Crown. It is proposed that his 
Royal Highness Prince AIbcrst shall be 
sole Regent, with onl) three restrictions on 
ths exorcise of the royal prerogative. These 
are, that the Royal assent shall not be giv- 
en to any Act for .altering the succession 
to the throne; for interfering with the uni- 
formity of doctrine and discipline at pre 
sent existing in the Established Church; or 
for diminishing the legal privileges of the 
Church of Scotland. 

Lord Stanley’s Irish Registration Bill 
has been postponed till the next session of 
Parliament. 

FR.VNCE. 

The French papers do not furnish us with 
any news of groat importance. 

'J'he French Chambers were prorogued 
on the 15th ult. after a sassion commenced 
in much trouble, but terminated to tlie satis- 
faction of all, except the displaced Minis- 
ters and their adherents. Tlie friends of 
M. Tbiers loudly proclaim their admiration 
of his tact and success in the management 
of very diliicult questions. 

Sulphur Question. — In the Chamber of 
Peers iM. Tliiers has slated, that the media- 
tion of France between England and Naples 
had been successful, and on the previous 
day the ditlerences were finally concluded, 
and the arrangement received the signa • 
lures of the English and Neapolitan Am- 
bas.-^adors. By this arrangement, wliich is 
ill the form of a new treaty, the sulphur 
trade is declared free, but a reasonable in- 
demnity lias been granted to 1 aix .V. Co., 
the Company previous in the enjoyment of 
the monopoly. With ibis Treaty France 
was well satisfied, and she looked upon the 
ready acceptance of her mediution by 
Great Brit.iin as a homage to French good 
faith and justice . 

Journey of Cabrera to Paris. — On the 
l‘2th instant, Cabrera arrived at the Hotel 
Lion d’Or, in Limoges, accompanied hy a 
Spaniard and two individuals of the gen- 
darme. 'I'he fallen General appeared to 
he in very bad health, and could not move 
without being sup|)oited by two persons. — 

It is Slid that lie iias received fourteen 
wounds, som • of which are not yet healed. 
From Idmoges, Cabrera se'. off for Paris, 
under the custody of a commissarie do 
poiiec, but in llial capital he was not sooth- 
ed by so kind a reception a; at Limoges, for 
having aihglited at the Hotel Saxe, Iviie 
Jacob, be was refused admittance, and liad 
to proceed tothe Hotel dOrloaiis. 

Cabrera was the last of Don Carlos’ 
chiefs, who abandoned his cause. Arivalo, 
Zac.arias, Murraco, J’alacias, Balmaseda, 
and others, had preceded him to Franco, or 
delivered themselves iqi to the getier .1 of 
the Queen. 'J’he laltev wt.s followed to 
Pan by 900 men, most of whom liad belong- 
ed to I ic Valencien battalions, which were 
the terror of Htierlo and Castile. Two 
Frcii li companies of the lino escorted ibcm 
into the interior of llio country. 

Cabrera left Paris on 'he Itith ult. for the 
Castle of llan, which is to be his residence 
for some lime. 

The last of the Carlist chiefs, Tristany, 
has arrived in France with fifteen hundred 
men. 

SPAIN. 

•M length, Navarre, Aragon, and all the 
territory on the right of the Ahro, are free 
from the faction that has for so long dis- 
tracted them, and the very people in wliom 
it was suppo-ed Don Carlos’ claims found 
the greatest support, arc now the most for- 
midable opponents of his party. Without 
arms, and without the aid of any military 
force, the Basques and .'Vragone.se have 
repelled or made prisoners such Carlists 
are presented themselves in their towns with 
the hope of deriving succour. This proves 
beyond doubt, that they fought for them- 
selves, and not for Don Carlos, and that the 
unmolested enjoymeiil of their ancient in- 
stitutions is all they care for. 

THE EAST. 

Lvsurkection in Svni.x. — Accounts from 
Syria rcjiresent an insiirrei lion against Me- 
hemet Ali of a formidable character. A 
w.iilike people lying between Ibrahim Pacha 
and Egypt have risen in rehellion, and 
though differing among themselves in many 
respects, they have combined to shake off 
a yoktj of despotism, the endurance of which 
W4S tio Jqp^ejr possible.
